Singapore Holds 
on, But Net Is 
Drawing Tight 


Japanese Concede 
They Are Still Two 
Miles From City's 
Heart 


By the Associated Press 
A terse, dramatic message from Lt. 


Gen. A. E. Pcrcivnl disclosed that the 
British defenders of Singapore still 
were putting up "stout 
resistance 


against great odds" Friday us Jap- 
anese siege armies pressed within 
two miles of the city's heart. 


A Singapore communique at 5 p. m. 


(5 a. m. C. W. T.);ndicalcd the union 
jack continued to wave over the is- 
land metropolis. 


Japanese shock troops were now 


fighting in the city's suburbs. 


Even the Tokio radio spoke of "firm 


resistance" at Singapore.

PEARL HARBOR—(/P)—U. S. naval 


officers gave details Friday of their 
first major offensive of the war—the 
devastating Feb. 1st raid which wip- 
ed out important Japanese bases in 
the mid-Pacific. 


Jubilantly but prosaically they re- 


lated how units of the Pacific fleet 
blasted bases in the Marshall and 
Gilbert islands, flanking U. S. supply 
routes to Australia and New Zealand 
(the Navy Department in Washing- 
ton announced details of the attack 
Thursday night). 


Four • military air .bases vwcre'rde- 


stroyed, 16 enemy ships—including a 
converted aircraft carrier, a destroy- 
er, a cruiser and two large submarines 
—were sunk and two modern military 
villages 
were 
levelled. 
Forty-one 


Japanese 
planes including four-en- 


gined bombers were blasted on the 
ground and from the sky. 


American plane losses were given 


as only five. 


(The islands, some 2,000 miles south- 


west of Hawaii and about 1,800 miles 
from Australia, lie across the mosl 
dircet route of supply between the 
U. S. and the western Pacific war 
theater. 


(The navy communique Feb. 1 an- 


nouncing the attack said many enemy 
auxiliary ships were sunk or damag- 
ed, many enemy planes destroyed, and 
installations ashore heavily battered 
but gave no figures of enemy losses.] 


It was estimated t]iat enemy nava! 


and merchant shipping exceeded 100,- 
000 tons. Probably an additional 60,000 
tons were damaged. 


Naval officers were jubilant as they 


described the success of the sudden 
raids over an area of 350 to 450 miles 


"We struck precisely at 3 minutes 


to 7—and by noon we were on our 
way put having completed the or- 
ders."

This lesson on the healing ministry 


of Jesus, which has its scene in Cap- 
ernaum, is so similar to the last les- 
ion on "A Busy Sabbath in Capern- 
aum" that it seems necessary to take 
nto accounl the intervening happen- 
ngs so that we may get a full pic- 
ure of the dramatic events and also 


able to see them in their full 


jetting. 


After the busy Sunday in Capen- 


aum and the healing of many, Jesus 
arose early in the morning and went 
out of the city into a solitary place 
where He prayed. Peter, whose wife's 
mother was one of those whom Jesus 
had healed, and the other disciples 
followed after Jesus and when they 
had found Him they said, "AH men 
seek for thcc." Jesus then went with 
His disciples into surrounding towns, 
and Mark says that He "preached 
in the synagogues throughout all Gal- 
ilee." 


There came to Him a leper, be- 


seeching Jesus to heal him. Jesus, 
touching the leper, said, "1 will; be 
thou clean." He charged the healed 
leper that he should go and show 
himself to the priest and fulfill the 
requirements of Jewish law, bul He 
warned him that he should say noth- 
ing to any man. However, when the 
leper found that he was healed, he 
began to "blaze abroad the matter," 
so that Jesus could not enter into 
the city. Even in the desert, where 
He sought refuge, He was thronged 


was diverted, as they sensed some- 
thing that was heretical according 
to their ideas, and in this case they 
did not appreciate His speaking as 
one having authority and "not as 
the scribes." 


But the effect was just what Jesus 


intended, to guard against His mis- 
sion being interpreted as that if heal- 
ing the body rather than that of sav- 
ing the soul. It is the salvation of 
the whole man that comes first in the 
work of Christ. The healing of the 
bodp was incident to, and not the 
supreme thing in His mission and min- 
istry. If Jesus had been only a great 
healer His name and His fame would 
have vanished long ago; it is because 
His Gospel is "the power of God unto 
salvation," that He is the same yester-

May Sit In

WASHINGTON—London gossip has

"The wnr-time job of formers is lo 


provide the food and fiber for victory,' 
I. W. Duggan, director of the south- 
ern division of the Triple-A swid in 
an address to cotton farmers and 
agricultural workers at n colton in- 
surance meeting at Memphis. 


"The job is well under wsiy," Dug- 


gan continued. Cargoes of food are 
moving 
in ever-increasing volume 


across the Atlantic to Britain. More 
may be needed for other people as 
the struggle goes on. Those needs 
will be supplied. 


"Our farm production this year will 


be the largest in our history, even 
larger than we planned when we first 
set forth the goals for 1942. We are 
looking for much heavier demands 
for some farm products next year and 
perhaps 
the 
year 
following.

American farmers will meet the test. 


"One of the reasons why 1 speak 


with so much confidence on this score 
is the 
faith I have in the effective- 


ness of the national farm program. 
Designed to pull agriculture out of 
the pit of depression in peace time, 
the program is already being geared 
to the needs of war. 
Speaking for 


the AAA, I can say that the whole 
machinery from top to bottom is now 
functioning as a unit to further the 
prosecution of the war on the farm 
front. I am convinced that the longer 
we are in the war the more we will 
come to realize how vital the fram 
program is to the whole national ec- 
onmony. I am impatient with the talk 
heard in certain quarters that now is 
the time to start whittling away the 
farm program. It is much nearer the 
truth to say lhat now, more than ever 
before, is the time to strengthen the 
farm program in every detail. 
All 


along the line we arc strengthcining 
the programs for business, for labor 
and for industry. We can ill afford 
to neglect or ycakcn agriculture in 
this time of crisis.

for play companionship. We mMy have 
to pul our children on llieir own a 
little more, expecting thorn, as well 
as the grown-up members of the fam- 
ily, 
lo cooperate. But if we really 


want lo, we can find Iho time to 
do something for the good of some 
one besides ourselves and our fam- 
ilies. 


As for Ihe woman who has more 


time than she knows what to do with, 
well, there's juut no excuse for her 
any more. Every hour she lias is need- 
ed today, and it doesn't lake much 
searching to find where those idle 
hours can be put to good account. 


We should be ashamed today of 


wasting hours—or nol spending them 
to the best advantage—as we are of 
any other kind of waste.

He lived the life of a country, 
gentleman on an estate in Glouches- 
lershire. 


Occasionally, just as doctors some-

charge, Cripps took the cases of pool- 
men. That led him to investigating 
why ther ewas poverty, and in 1929 he 
formally joined 
the 
Labor party, 


thinking its principles held the best 
hope for the under-dogs of society. 
In later years he said he wanted to 
fight 
"British 
country 
gentleman 


Fascism." 


He was elected to Parliament for 


East Bristol as Laborite, and soon 
made his mark in the House of Com- 
mons. For a brief period, 1930-31, he 
was Solicitor General. 


As the years passed, Sir Stafford 


zecame more and more an ardent ad- 
mirer of Soviet Russia and, in conse- 
quence, more of a Leftlist in the 
Labor party. So much so that the ex- 
ecutives of that party formally ex- 
dpmmuniculed him. 
But he went 


right on. 


His special target, however, was 


the late Neville Chamberlain, then 
Tory Prime Minister. Constantly he 
attacked him as the great appeaser, 
who played up to a German who was 
bound to be a foe, and who ignored 
a Russia that might be a powerful 
friend. 


After the war broke out and after 


Chamberlain 
fell, 
Prime 
Miinster 


Churchill named him as Ambassa- 
dor to Russia. Cripps did not wean 
Russia away from its neutrality pact 
with Germany. Hitler did that him- 
self by tearing u pthe pact and making 
war upon Ihe Soviet. 


But it was Cripps who largely con- 


vinced Stalin that 
the 
Britain of 


Churchill was a radically diferent 
thing from the Britain of Chamber- 
lain. The Russians trusted him, be- 
cause they knew how he had batllec 
for them. 


Oddly enough, though still excom- 


municated, the Labor party looks to 
him for future leadership. Prominent 
labor leaders, whom this writer knew 
in England and who have been on 
visits to this country lately have al 
told me that when and if the Laboi 
party ever assumes control of the 
government, Cripps will be the best 
bet for Premier.

of the world, keen debater and fight-
